Fertile  soil,  well  prepared,  is  extreme¬ 
ly  important.  Spade  up  the  soil  as 
deep  as  possible.  While  still  moist, 
break  up  all  lumps  and  rake  until  it 
is  level  and  mellow. 

Rotted  manure  may  be  spaded  into 
the  soil  but  no  fertilizer,  of  any  kind, 
should  ever  be  put  in  the  holes  where 
it  will  be  in  direct  contact  with  the 
plant  roots. 

Any  soil  must  be  well  drained — 
plants  cannot  thrive  with  “wet 
feet.” 


under  the  ground.  Be  sure  soil  is  well 
firmed  around  roots.  Water  foliage  and 
ground  well  and  often,  but  do  not  water 
in  hot  sun. 

Prune  off  tops  about  4  to  5"  above  the 
ground.  For  best  results,  mound  (or 
hill  up)  the  soil  until  the  top  branches 
(after  pruning)  are  entirely  covered.  As 
the  new  growth  begins  to  show  through 
the  mound,  gradually  remove  the  dirt 
until  the  bed  is  level  again.

Plant  as  Soon  as  Possible 

All  Nursery  Stock  (except  some 
Bulbs)  should  be  planted  just  as  soon 
as  possible.  If  you  can  plant  within 
36  hours,  unpack  immediately  and 
put  to  soak  in  a  tub  or  pail  of  water, 
being  sure  that  all  roots  are  under  the 
water.

They  prefer  a  heavy,  rich  well 
drained  clay  soil  but  will  do  well  in 
any  good  soil  if  well  fertilized. 

Prune  off  about  yi  of  root,  cutting 
out  all  broken  or  damaged  roots.

WHY  and  HOW  to  Prune 

Proper  pruning  is  necessary  (1)  to  in¬ 
sure  the  plants  starting  vigorous 
growth  quickly;  (2)  to  shape  and 
train  its  development  and  (3)  to  in¬ 
sure  big  crops  of  fruits  or  flowers. 
Proper  pruning  of  both  top  and  roots 
often  determines  success  or  failure. 
Many  people  do  not  prune  enough. 
Prune  off  about  of  the  root,  using 
a  sharp  knife  or  shears  and  making  a 
diagonal  (bias)  cut.  Clean  cuts  heal 
quickly  and  many  fibrous,  feeder 
roots  rapidly  grow. 

Prune  the  tops.  Always  use  a  diag¬ 
onal  cut,  close  to  a  bud. 

Shrubs 

After  the  first  season,  the  best  time 
to  prune  most  spring  flowering  varie¬ 
ties,  is  shortly  after  they  bloom.  If 
you  prune  in  the  Fall  or  early  spring 
you  lose  many  of  your  blossoms.  Va¬ 
rieties  which  bloom  in  late  summer 
or  fall,  should  be  pruned  in  early 
spring. 

If  you  need  greater  heighth  the  first 
season,  thin  out  the  oldest  and  heavi¬ 
est  branches  —  about  X  of  the 
branches  should  be  cut  off  close  to  the 
crown  using  a  sharp  knife  or  shears. 
If  you  want  a  thick  shrub  with  all 
new  growth,  cut  off  all  branches  6  "  to 
8"  above  the  ground. 

Hydrangea,  A.  G.,  Butterfly  Bush, 
Desmodium  and  other  varieties 
which  blossom  on  the  new,  fresh 
growth,  should  be  cut  off  in  this  man¬ 
ner  EVERY  year. 

Roses

Shade  Trees 

Cut  out  all  broken  or  damaged  roots. 
Cut  about  ^2"  off  the  end  of  each 
root — using  a  clean,  bias  cut  to  ex¬ 
pedite  rapid  healing  and  early  vigor¬ 
ous  growth. 

Prune  out  F3  to  ]/*  of  the  top 
branches — balancing  the  tree  head, 
eliminating  possible  weak  crotches. 
M any  authorities  do  not  advise  short¬ 
ening  the  leader  (main  stem)  of  a 
shade  tree  but  it  can  be  done  if  you 
wish  to  develop  a  thick  low  headed 
tree. 

The  lower  branches  on  Lombardy 
Poplars,  trees  foi  windbreaks, 
screens,  etc.,  may  be  shortened  but 
should  not  be  cut  oft  close  to  the 
tree  trunk. 

Staking  Shade  Trees 

Do  not  use  wire  unless  encased  in  pro¬ 
tective  rubber  tubing  or  hose  and  do 
not  tie  tight  enough  to  restrict  free 
flow  of  sap.  Be  sure  bark  of  tree  cannot 
be  injured  by  rubbing  against  stake. 

Planting  Hedges 

Set  up  a  string  as  “straight  edge.” 
The  trench  should  be  12  "  to  15  "  wide 
with  the  center  of  the  trench  at  least 
1  to  2  feet  inside  the  side  walk  or 
property  line  so  that  the  mature 
hedge  will  not  encroach  on  other 
property. 

Prune  off  about  of  roots  using 
sharp  knife  or  shears.  Plant  the 
hedge  in  the  center  of  the  trench, 
evenly  spaced. 

Be  sure  soil  is  well  firmed  around  the 
roots.  Hedge  Plants  are  usually  very 
dormant  and  must  be  watered  extra 
well  and  often.  In  planting  and  fill¬ 
ing  trench,  let  water  run  right  into 
the  trench — this  thoroughly  settles 
the  dirt,  removes  all  air  pockets  and 
insures  good  results. 

Do  not  mound  up  plants — leave 
trench  slightly  lower  than  ground  so 
as  to  retain  the  water.
